To provide that information relating to the assassination of the 
late President John F. Kennedy shall he made public. 

1 Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives 

2 of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 

3 That the joint resolution entitled “Joint Resolution anthoi- 

4 izing the Commission established to report upon the assassina- 

5 tion of President JobrF. Kennedy to compel the ftttcnd- 

6 ance and testimony of witnesses and the production of 

7 evidence”) approved December 13, 1963 (77 Stat. 362; 

8 Public Law 88-202 ) , is amended bv adding at the end there- 

9 of the following new section:
